Madam  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1961,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
Regulation  15(5)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959,  and 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/62.  The  Report  should  deal  with  the 
sanitary  circumstances,  sanitary  administration  and  vital  statistics  of  the 
area,  and  particular  information  has  been  requested  concerning  water  supply, 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  and  the  inspection  of  registered  common 
lodging  houses. 

The  post  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  unavoidably  vacant  during 
the  period  covered  by  this  report,  but  my  colleague,  Dr.  F.  J.  G.  Lishman, 
kindly  made  himself  available  for  consultation  whenever  necessary.  The 
Report,  therefore,  for  1961,  has  been  assembled  in  the  same  form  as  previous 
Annual  Reports,  is  brief  and  confined  to  facts. 

The  principal  vital  statistics  calculated  compare  favourably  with  those 
for  the  country  as  a  whole,  but  I  must  draw  the  Council’s  attention  to  the 
fact  that  vital  statistics  based  on  small  numbers  such  as  are  inevitable  with 
relatively  small  individual  authorities  can  be  quite  misleading.  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  42/51  referred  specifically  to  this  matter.  The  vital 
statistics  which  could  readily  be  obtained  by  combining  the  figures  from 
each  of  the  constituent  authorities  comprising  the  East  Wilts  United 
Districts,  with  a  total  population  approaching  60,000,  would  be  much  more 
satisfactory  in  this  respect. 

Facts  relevant  to  the  specific  sanitary  matters  mentioned  above  have 
been  given  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  his  contribution  to  this 
Report,  and  it  is  not  my  intention  to  comment  on  these  points  on  this 
occasion.

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HOUSING 

General 

During  the  past  year,  33  new  houses  were  erected.  29  private  houses 
and  4  Council  houses,  of  which  two  were  for  Slum  Clearance. 

The  scheme  for  the  modernisation  of  the  pre-war  Council  houses 
continues  and  has  made  good  progress. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  for  Council  houses  is 
120,  a  figure  that  remains  fairly  constant. 

Slum  Clearance 

Progress  was  made  and  11  houses  on  which  there  were  Demolition 
Orders  were  demolished.  No  Demolition  Orders  were  made  during  the  year. 

Housing  Improvement  Grants 

Improvement  Grants,  both  Discretionary  and  Standard,  continue  to  be 
made  by  the  Council.  The  emphasis  now  is  on  Standard  Grants,  although 
the  total  of  grants  is  somewhat  less  than  before. 

During  the  year,  8  Standard  Grants  and  32  Discretionary  Grants  were 
made. 


Housing  Survey 

The  general  survey  of  houses  in  the  district  continued  and  a  further 
general  improvement  was  noticed.  This  improvement  is  assisted  by 
Improvement  Grants. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

There  are  six  piped  water  supplies  in  the  district,  as  follows: — 

Avebury  Supply 

The  scheme  supplies  water  to  the  parishes  of  Preshute,  Fyfield,  West 
Overton,  East  Kennett,  Avebury,  Winterbourne  Monkton,  Berwick  Bassett, 
Winterbourne  Bassett  and  Broad  Hinton.  The  pumping  station  is  situated 
at  Clatford  and  pumps  the  water  from  the  lower  chalk  150  feet  deep  to  a 
reservoir  on  Totterdown.  There  is  also  a  balancing  tank  erected  at  Broad 
Hinton.  The  water  is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station.  The  number  of 
properties  connected  to  the  main  continues  to  increase. 

Baydon  Supply 

This  supplies  the  parish  of  Baydon  and  the  water  is  obtained  in  bulk 
from  the  Thames  Valley  Water  Board.  Practically  the  whole  of  the  parish 
is  connected  to  the  mains.  The  water  is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station. 
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Bedwyn  Supply 

This  scheme  supplies  water  to  the  villages  of  Chisbury,  Great  Bedwyn, 
Ham,  Shalbourne,  Wilton  and  Grafton.  It  also  supplies  a  farm  and  several 
cottages  at  St.  Katharine’s  in  the  Pewsey  Rural  District. 

The  water  is  pumped  from  boreholes  at  Little  Bedwyn  to  two  reser¬ 
voirs,  one  at  Chisbury  and  the  other  at  Shalbourne.  The  water  is  taken 
from  the  lower  chalk  and  is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station. 

As  this  is  an  extension  of  the  old  supply,  Chisbury  and  Great  Bedwyn 
are  practically  one  hundred  per  cent,  connected  and  good  progress  is  being 
made  with  the  other  villages. 

Ogbourne  Supply 

The  water  from  this  supply  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Swindon 
Corporation  from  their  pumping  station  at  Whiteheld,  Ogbourne  St. 
George.  The  water  is  boosted  to  a  reservoir  on  the  downs  and  gravitates  to 
the  two  parishes  of  Ogbourne  St.  Andrew  and  Ogbourne  St.  George  and  to 
the  Military  Camp.  The  majority  of  the  properties  in  both  parishes  are 
connected  to  the  mains.  The  water  is  chlorinated  at  Whiteheld. 

Ramsbury  Supply 

This  scheme  supplies  water  to  the  parishes  of  Aldbourne,  Chilton 
Foliat,  Froxheld,  Mildenhall  and  Ramsbury.  The  water  is  pumped  from 
the  greensand  at  Ramsbury  to  a  reservoir  north  of  the  village  and  is 
chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station. 

Savernake  Supply 

The  water  for  this  supply  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Borough  of 
Marlborough.  The  main  runs  from  the  top  of  Postern  Hill  through  the 
front  of  Savernake  Forest  to  Iron  Gates  and  supplies  Savernake  Hospital, 
two  farms  and  several  cottages.  The  water  is  chlorinated  at  the  pumping 
station.

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Six  of  the  samples,  one  from  each  supply,  were  for  chemical  analysis 
and  all  proved  satisfactory. 

No  reason  can  be  given  for  the  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  and  subsequent  samples  taken  from  the  same  place  proved  satisfactory. 

The  water  in  this  area  is  all  from  chalk  or  greensand  so  there  is  no 
risk  of  plumbo-solvent  action.

It  is  estimated  that  65.79%  of  the  houses  are  supplied  from  public 
supplies  and  a  further  32.83%  are  supplied  by  private  water  supplies. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Three  villages  have  been  provided  with  sewerage  schemes:  Ramsbury, 
Aldbourne  and  Great  Bedwyn.  Connections  to  these  schemes  continue  to 
be  made. 

In  addition,  Housing  Manual  Schemes  have  been  provided  for  groups 
of  Council  houses  in  various  villages. 

At  the  present,  the  Consulting  Engineers  are  working  on  details  for 
schemes  in  the  villages  of  Baydon,  Chilton  Foliat,  Froxfield,  Grafton  and 
Shalbourne.  It  is  hoped  to  start  these  towards  the  end  of  1962  or  early  in 
1963. 

The  Council  have  agreed  in  principle  to  schemes  in  the  villages  of 
Avebury,  Broad  Hinton,  Lockeridge,  Mildenhall,  Ogbourne  St.  Andrew, 
Ogbourne  St.  George  and  West  Overton.  This  work  is  intended  to  follow 
the  scheme  for  Baydon,  Chilton  Foliat,  Froxfield,  Grafton  and  Shalbourne. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  SALVAGE 

Household  refuse  is  collected  fortnightly  from  all  parishes  and  the 
refuse  is  taken  to  a  tip  at  Knowle. 

Salvage  is  collected  at  the  same  time  as  the  refuse.  The  following

The  majority  of  food  premises  in  the  district  are  small  village  shops 
in  the  nature  of  general  stores.  Pre-packed  and  frozen  foods  is  the  modern 
trend  and  the  sale  of  this  type  of  food  continues  to  increase.  This  has 
many  advantages  in  hygienic  handling  with  very  little  effect  on  the  quality, 
but  the  tendency  to  over-stock  was  again  noted. 

There  are  four  transport  cafes  in  the  area,  one  of  which  has  been 
completely  re-built  to  contain  all  the  modern  equipment  to  facilitate  clean 
food  handling. 

The  turkey  station  continues  as  previously,  killing  and  preparing 
mainly  “  oven  ready  ”  birds  throughout  the  year,  except  during  the  few 
weeks  prior  to  Christmas,  when  they  are  just  killed  and  rough  plucked  for 
the  London  market. 

Generally  the  standard  of  hygiene  continues  to  improve  and  many 
suggestions  for  improvements  put  forward  are  quite  often  readily  adopted.

No  explanation  could  be  found  for  the  8  samples  that  failed  the 
statutory  test  and  subsequent  repeat  samples  all  proved  satisfactory. 

Towards  the  end  of  1960,  sampling  became  the  responsibility  of  the 
County  Council  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  and  during  the  year  this 
duty  was  delegated  to  the  R.D.C.  by  arrangement.  It  involves  taking  a 
monthly  sample  of  each  designation  from  most  dealers  selling  milk  by 
retail  within  the  district,  which  amounts  to  approximately  200  samples 
annually.
